No SURPRISE nor alarm has been occasioned 
in Washington because of the decision of 
France to enforce her maximum. tariff 
against all imports into that country of 
merchandise from the United States. From 
the moment our new tariff schedules be- 
came effective, and the reciprocal arrange- 
ment with France ceased to be oferative, it 
was a foregone conclusion that the latter 
country would take this course. It does not 
follow that unfriendly commercial relations, much less a tariff war, 
will result from this action, for the new duties to be imposed by 
France upon our goods are ordinary and not retaliatory. In their 
trade relationship nations reserve and assume the right to be guided 
practically by the same considerations that govern transactions 
between private individuals. If we find it to our interest to grant a 
concession to France, and France is willing to accept it, and to make 
a concession in return for it, the reciprocal arrangement is brought 
about as easily as would be the case were the contracting parties 
citizens rather than the governments of the respective nations. And 
when the United States, or France, as the case may be, decides that 
such an arrangement is no longer desirable, and gives notice of its

ONE never can really enjoy his rights until 
he knows what they are. If he learns what 
they are and has been denied them he will 
not be content yntil he secures them. There 
1s, possibly, not the slightest reason to believe 
that any cause will be found for placing a 
limitation upon the use by anybody anywhere 
of aerial highways; on the other hand, 
conditions might arise that would make it 
necessary to restrict aerial navigation. 
Moreover, neither the man who is up in the air nor the man who 
is on the ground should be left in a state of uncertainty with regard 
to this matter. For the former may find it necessary, or convenient, 
to sail close to the roof of the house belonging to the man on the 
ground level, and the man on the ground level may find it necessary 
or convenient to build his house so high into the air that it may 
be regarded as an obstacle to aerial commerce. , 

There are a thousand and one reasons why the question of 
one’s rights in the air should be settled and why one’s responsibilities 
as an air navigator should be defined. The: law of gravitation 
will still be in force when the air is full of aeroplanes; things that 
become detached from the biplane or the monoplane or the dirivible, 
or whatever the flying ship may be, may fall to the earth and do 
some damage. Indeed, to undertake to go into all the reasons for 
a thorough understanding with regard to this matter involves prac- 
tically a repetition of all the reasons for the regulation of transporta- 
tion by land and sea. 

A prominent New York lawyer has stated that in his judgment 
the air will be declared as free as the ocean, and that the present 
laws tor navigation of the ocean and navigable rivers will be 
apphed to the navigation of the air. He combats the expressed 
opmnon of another prominent lawyer, who held that the-state must 
condemn the air as a public highway through eminent ‘domain 
proceedings, taking title to it, subject to the right of the property 
owner to build as high as he desired. The lawyer goes farther and 
says that had the old judges—the Mansfields, Marshalls or Taneys— 
been called upon to handle this matter they would have fitted an old 
rule to the new facts and evolyed a complete system of dealing 
with it without calling for new legislation. Nothing appears to this 
lawyer to be clearer than the entire propriety and probability of 
the courts adopting the same rule in regard to aerial navigation as 
that now appled to water navigation when: confronted with the 
entirely new condition that aerial navigation is now a fact and not 
a dream. The reason for the rule, he holds, is the same in both 
cases. The ocean is a natural wonder-and free to all. The air is a 
natural wonder that is, or should be, free to all. 

We are likely at any time now to find the courts handing down 
decisions that wall show whether the application of old laws or the 
making of new ones is what the situation requires.

There 
was no foundation whatever for the rumor that Commander Peary s 
proofs were found to be incomplete, or that .any difference ‘of 
opinion existed in the geographic society with regard to the credence 
that should be given them. 

The pubhe should: not permit .self to be led into error with 
regard to this matter. It does not appear, for instance, that 
Commander Peary will be declared at this time the “discoverer” of 
the pole. Such a deciaration would involve, in advance of investi- 
gation, the rejection of the-claim of Dr. Cook. In fact. the mnquiry 
into Commander Peary’s records was not, and cannot be, related in 
any way to the Cook case. All it will establish, if. the information 
at hand is to be regarded as reliable, is that Commander Peary found 
the pole. Whether Dr. Cook found it in advance of him is another 
duestion. . 

With the favorable verdict of the National Geographic Society 
at his back, and one of which the public will heartily approve, 
Commander Peary will be free to speak on the platform or through 
the press as one who has reached the pole. His right to do so will 
not be seriously questioned anywhere. He will not, however. 
because of this verdict, be privileged to speak as one who has 
“discovered” the pole. Dr. Cook is still to be heard, or, rather, Dr. 
Cook's proofs are still to be passed upon.

the staple. The result is that many English 
mills have lost money. The Arkwright Club proposes that 
production of cotton goods shall be greatly curtailed and many New 
England mills are said to be ready and anxious to cut down the 
working hours with that end in view. But certain of the New 
England mills, notably those at Fall River, are opposed to this 
course, claiming that they have orders enough on hand to keep them 
busy until late in the spring. The southern mills are even more 
divided with regard to curtailment. 

One of the strangest phases of the situation is that. revegjed 
at Anderson, S. C., from which point it has been announced th 
“southern mills, for the first time in their history, are purchasing 
cotton grown in India.” Details are given, and the explanation 
telegraphed is this: “The Indian cotton was bought at 11% cents a 
pound, f. o. b. New York. The freight to Anderson is 56 cents per 
100 pounds. This cotton can, therefore, be laid down here in Ander- 
son for about 1134 cents, while American cotton is bringing 1434 
cents. 

If this sort of thing should, or could, be continued, it would 
naturally result in breaking the cotton market, but it stands to reason 
that the speculators, who are accused of advancing the price of the 
native product beyond what it is really worth, will not sit idly by and 
permit Indian cotton to be marketed at a price lower than that 
which prevails here. If it is true that they are powerful enough to 
control the American crop it must be taken tor granted that they 
are powerful enough to control the price of such cotton as may 
be exported to this country from India. 

Coal has been carried to Newcastle, oil has been shipped to 
Pennsylvania, corn has been brought into Illinois and altalta into 
Kansas. All such things are unusual, and they have never deter- 
mined and will never determine general conditions. 

The American cotton plantation has been compelled in the 
past, many times, to adjust itself to the requirements of the. 
American cotton mill, At present it looks as if the American 
cotton mill would be compelled to adjust itself to the requirements 
of the American cotton plantation. And in the long run that - 
good-natured person, the American consumer, will have to adjust 
himself to whatever requirement both may agree upon. 
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THE cost of making hats for the ladies has increased several 
hundred per cent in the last forty or fifty years, say the leading 
milliners, and this is why hats are so much higher than they used to 
be. It still remains to be explained why they are so much broader 
than they used to be. 


THE government is suing the Philadelphia & Reading railroad 
tor fifty cents, and the Philadelphia & Reading railroad is putting 
up the strongest possible defense. It looks like a small matter, but 
there is much more than fifty cents involved. 


THE Turkish government is seeking to sell five of its warships 
to the junk dealers of the world. This plan of disposing of them 
instead of having them sunk in a costly war has much to recommend 
it on an economical basis. 
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
